Tue .resolution passed, “at Shanghai 
‘this. week by. the Conference of the 
anseociated ‘British Chambers of . Coni- 
merce in China, and of Hongkong, on 
the subjeot of the need for immediate 
action on'the part of the Foreign Powers 
to ‘suppress piracy in Chinese waters will 
certainly’ receive the endorsement of 
public opinion in Hongkong. The Con- 
ference urges the British Government, 
among other things, to “ make immediate 
‘arrangements with! the. Chinese authori- 
ties whereby, immediately. a piracy is 
reported, punitive measures may be taken 
against the pirates by the British Navy 
in the locality where the pirates have 
landed.””” .The ‘initial trouble “in taking 
these punitive measures by arrangement 
withthe. '‘ Chinese authorities,” so far 
‘as pirncies in’ the Canton Delta are con- 
cerned, is the multiciplicity of these 
“ Chinesé “authorities.” As we have 
frequently. pointed. out, there ig one 
‘yendezvous greatly favoured by. pirate: 
gangs operating in the waters adjacent K 
to this Colony. We refer to Bias Bay. 
“With: what Chinese anthorities ” ‘are 
the British Government’ ‘expected to 
‘arrange’ in order to’ enable. | the 
| British Navy to take punitive’ measures 
‘fp ‘this. locality? The Central Govern- 
merit, of course, would claim:.to be the 
proper authority, ‘but in this: respect it 
comes into conflict with Dr- Sox Yar 
Sex’s Government at Canton...

HOW If WOULD HAMPER 
» INDUSTRY, 


PART. IN A COUNTRY’S 
TRADE, . 


CAPLTAL'S 


On the eve of the General Election the 
monthly review issued by Barclay's Bank 
contained sthe following article: on -the 
sabject of n ‘capital levy — , 4 

The problem, of- unemployment’ is ‘so 
pressing and up to the present the efforts 
to find.a solution have been so unavail- 
ing, that hardly any current problems can 
be discussed without. having regard to this 
dominant issue. This is particularly so 
in all matters of policy which may, even’ 
indirectly, affect’ the organization of in- 
dustry for, inthe foal analysis, the pro- 
blem of unemployment'is the problem of 
reviving trade. It is “clear, therefore, 
that if the desired revival is to be secured, 
efforts must be concentrated on removing 
those various hindrances which, at the 
moment, are discouraging enterprise and 
limiting progress, 

* THE STRAIN OF TAXATION. 

From thé experiénce ,of the past few 
years, it seems evident that we must 
regretfully acvept the position that some 


of the factors affecting our’ trade are 
outside our contrul,. but there are others 
dependent upon the conditions’ existing 
within this country, and these, to come 
extent at least, can be affected by con-; 
certed national effort. For example, the 
great strain imposed upon industry by 
excessive taxation, can, up .to a point, 
be dealt’ with internally. .That, this strain 
is amongst the several adverse -factors 
affecting our trade is génerally ‘admitted, 
and’ it is not, therefore, surprising that 
nany suggestions have been made for 
dealing with. our national obligutions in 
a manner which would make possiblo an 
immediate reduction. in annual taxation, 


Of all thege suggestions, ‘the one which 
has attracted attention is the proposal 
to reduce ‘the existing war deht hy an 
immediate and drastic. levy ov capital, 
This proposal is one which cannot be 
dismissed lightly merely by describing it 
| as confiscation, for although it is contrary 
to the accepted view that direct. taxation 
should be levied upon income and not 
upon capital, which in. general is the only 
equitable and practical method hy which 
national revenue can he raised, it is not, 
altogether an innovation.’ The’ principle 
of the capital levy is involved in. the 
existing death duti¢ssand the principle 
being accepted, in however restricted a 
form, the extension of it must be con- 
sidered on its merits. ‘i : 


THE RELIEF TO TRADE. 


It is argued that, in so far as the 
proceeds of such a levy would immediately 
be devoted to the repayment of debt, 
we actual effect upon the existing volume 
of real capital would be negligible, while 
the immediate reduction in the ‘zmount 
of interest payable upon the huge volume 
of. war indebtedness, would be so. great 
a reliéf that trade would be stinmiated 
and not hainpered, and unemployment 
would consequently be, reduced. ee 


In.the face of this argument it is neces- 
sary, to consider the proposals from two 
points of view; whether, in fact, a capitdl 
levy is a practien!’ method? of. reduciag 
existing debt. and whether it. would be 
to the benefit of industry if a.reduction: 
ip taxation were secured in such a man- 
ner. ey Si ae . 

Theveffect of any alteration in taxation 
is rightly measured, uot vo much by the 
change which oecurs’ in total Goverp- 
ment expenditure, us in the relation which 
that altered expénditure bears to .the 
national: income. No’ reduction in ex- 
penditure is of real henefit if it is accom- 
panied by a more than corresponding 
reduction in national income and «maxi- 
mum. prosperity can be achieved only ‘hy 
a polivy which secures, to ‘the nation the 
highest possible income after taxation his 
been paid... It may be stated as an, axiom 
that the maximum national: income jis 
dependent upon the full and efficient em- 
ploymant of all available Ialour’ and all

’ INEVITABLY DISASTROUS. 

. From whatever point of view the dis- 
cussion of the capital levy is “approached,” 
it is difficult to conceive that .thé effect 
of'such an imposition would ‘be anything 
but adverse. It is only necessary to con- 
sider for a moment the working of any. 
particular business to realize that.the
